Two, Article 14, of the Code must be strictly complied with. 

Your attention is brought to Section 9, of Article 2, of the Code which 
strictly prohibits females from appearing in any Shrine parade, and it is my 
order that this prohibition be extended to include Nobles dressed as females 
representing Turkish or Egyptian dancing girls. 


LOST CARDS 


There is now a serious problem that presents itself: the loss of cards 
by careless members. In many cases they have fallen into the hands of the 
profane, who adopt the name of the owner, and use the card to work the 
Nobility for loans, cashing worthless checks, etc. 

Hold tight to your card, guard it as you would a precious treasure. 

The question of the imposter reverts to the carelessness of the indi- 
vidual member with the Shrine card, and it has been suggested that the 
issuing of “duplicate cards” should be prohibited. 

The Imperial Council produces a card that can not be easily forged 
and which can not be altered, and that is all it can do. 

It has been learned that there is an organized traffic in the year cards 
of all fraternal organizations. It is felt that the best solution is for the 
Imperial Council to pass a law forbidding the issuance of duplicate Shrine 
cards. If such becomes a law, ‘“‘no duplicate card may be issued under any 
circumstances.” You will have to be careful for you will be “out of 
luck” the remainder of the year. ;

If you desire to have your address changed on the Recorder’s records, 
please make a definite request that the change be made. A letter post-marked 
from another town with no request for a change does not call for changing 
your address, and the Recorder wants you to receive your mail promptly, so 
that you won’t miss any of the good things that are going on.

WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUND 


The assessments must be paid promptly. If convenient to you, would 
suggest that you pay several at once. Many Nobles pay five, ten or even more. 
Bookkeeping and postage are saved when this is done. Also remember that 
the initial payment of $2.20 is the admittance fee and does not apply on your 
assessment account. 

It has also been suggested and very wisely that, when application is 
made to a Noble for assistance, financially or otherwise, such applicant 


‘should be referred to the Recorder of his Temple, instead of being given 


the assistance asked for. The Recorders are in much better position to ascer- 
tain whether or not the application is deserving or is an imposter. 


Nobles should bear in mind that they must retain their standing in a 
Commandery or Consistory to hold their membership in the Temple. Suspen- 
sion in either of these bodies means that the Shrine must automatically drop 
the member thus suspended, even though he may be in possession of the card 
for the current year or even be a Life member of the Shrine. 


It is very important that members should affix their signature in the 
space provided on the face of their membership card just as soon as received 
by them, thus giving the Shrine and themselves the protection that each de- 
serves. ‘This will aid in minimizing the danger of unauthorized and un- 
scrupulous persons using the card in case it is lost. 


Be sure to warmly greet and welcome visiting Nobles from other Temples 
and see that they are properly entertained. 


The Imperial Code of our Order makes it obligatory upon the Potentate 
to rule that there be NO SMOKING during the First Section. Heed well 
this Order.

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund 


K EM Temple Widows’ and Orphans’ Benefit Fund was organized May 

20th, 1918, and at the present time boasts a membership of 1105. It 
is as good as any similar organization anywhere in the United States. The 
membership fee is only $2.20 and assessments of $1.10 each are levied when 
necessary to replenish the Reserve, or Mortuary, Fund. 


Upon receipt of notice by the Recorder of the death of a member, $300.00 
in currency is immediately paid to the beneficiary of such member. Almost 
in every case, upon the sad occasion of the death of a member of the Fund, 
payment has been made upon the same day that death occurred—by wire 
whenever necessary, and often within an hour or so after notice of deathh A 
substantial amount of cash is thus immediately available, relieving relatives 
of financial embarrassment at a time when funds are needed. 


During the six years of its existence, there have been forty-seven deaths 
among the members, and $14,100 has been paid to beneficiaries. However, 
during this time only sixteen assessments have been levied, which is an average 
of less than three assessments per year, and during each of the years 1922 and 
1923 only three assessments were levied. :

A STRAIGHT CHILD 


Many of us read a lot about “ortho- 
pedic surgery’ in reference to the Shriner's 
Hospitals for Crippled Children without 
knowing precisely what it means. The 
big fat dictionary defines “orthopedy” as 
the art of practice of curing the deformi- 
ties of childhood, but Nobles learned in the 
ancient Greek find the word derived from 
“a straight child”’ And that is what 
your hospitals are doing—receiving warp- 
ed little bodies, twisted little feet, bent 
spines, and sending them home again, 
“straight children.’ And, Nobles, you'll 
only have to see one of those little chaps, 
running and jumping for the first time 
in his life, to realize what a big work you 
are doing. 

The orthopedic surgeon, as one of 
those in a Shrine Hospital explained to a 
visiting building contractor, is concerned principally with the framework of 
these little human structures—the bones which support them, as the steel 
supports an office building. The general surgeon looks after the outer 
shell and interior decorations. 

But we do go farther in our Hospitals, while the little patients (it 
should be spelled “patience,” as you'd say if you knew some of these smiling 
children) are in our care. For the surgeons treat tonsils and adenoids, the 
dentists straighten and fill defective teeth, the doctors build the children 
back to general health, and with carefully selected diet, fresh air and loving 
care, the children are sent away, not only “straight,” .but healthier and 
stronger and happier—with every chance to fight their own way through 
the world.
